Chrysanthemum Shiwogiku Kitamura 

var. ugoense Hara et K. Mori, var. nov.— Chr. ugoen.se Hara et R. Mori, in 
sched.- 

Gaulis ascendens simplex vel basi ramosus ad 60 cm longus superne albo-ianatus 
dense foliatus. Folia ambitu obovata (3.5) 4-4.5 (5.5) cm longa (2.5) 3-4 cm lata ad 
medium utrinque 2-3-pinnatiloba basi in petiolum 1-2 cm longum late cuneata, lobls 
vulgo oblongis apice rotundatis integris interdum obtuse pauci-serratis, textu crassa 
supra intense viridia albo-iuarginata infra albo-lanata. Inflo^escentia, dense corym- 
bosa ca. 12-22-florifer. Involucra cainpanulata in vivo 5-8 mm in diametro 6-7 mm 
longa, squamis subtriseriales exterioribus ovatis vel ovato-oblongis interioribus ellipticis 
vel oblongis apice rotundatis margine late fusco-brunneo-scariosis. Flores in mense 
Novembri. Flores radii 9, ligulis parvis 3-5 mm longis (usque ad 6x2 mm) tenuibus 
dilute flavis apice 2-3-fidis interdum ad medium irregulariter fissis. Flores disci herma¬ 
phroditic corollae 3.5-4 mm longae superne luteae 5-fidae. Receptaculum ovoideum. 
Numerus chromosomae 2n = 72. 

Hab. Honshu. Prov. Ugo: in deelivate littoris Kosunagawa (K. Mori, Nov. 20 & 
29, 1954; Dec. 3, 1954—Typus in Herb. TI). 

This variety differs from the type in having broader deeply lobed leaves with 
round-tipped lobes, slightly smaller involucres with broader outer scales, dense inflores¬ 
cences, and always small thin yellowish rays. It is now growing in a wild state on 
coastal slopes, but its origin is still doubtful. Chr. Shiwogiku has been known only 
from the southern coast of Shikoku. 
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
